Brave and Skillful Work of Firemen 


Prevents a Terrible Loss 


of Life.

BOSTON, June 9.—A flre which caused 


unusual excitement In Boston broke out 
at 352-356 Washington street this forenoon. 
The flames sprung from floor to floor 
with great rapidity and before many in 
the building knew of their danger escape 
was cut off by the flames and dense smoke 
which filled the rooms. 


Among those caught were a number of 


women and girls on the third and fourth 
floors T.'ho climbed from window* and 
finding precarious footing on the narrow 
coping seemed about to jump to sure 
death upon the pavement. Urged by the 
spectators who shouted words of encour- 
agement to the endangered women they 
held on until ladders were raised and all 
escaped safely. 


The firemen did haroic and skillful 


work and saved many lives as well as 
averted what threatened to be a terrible 
conSagration in the 
business 
district. 


As it was only one person, a fireman is 
reported injured and the loss was only 
about $30,000.

Plight of Henr; Welch VThcn Stricken 


With Rheumatism In a Maine Camp. 
Danlol Hoy wood o( Oxford county, Me., 


tells In Shooting and Fishing how a siok 
maa fared in tho woods when all alone. 


Henry Welch had made an appointment 


with Ed Grant, one of the Malno guides 
who wns at tho sportsmen's exposition, to 
meet him at Beaver Pond camp. It was in 
the fall of the year, and on tho divide be- 
tween Cupsu] Vic pond and Braver pond, 
over which WcT.'h had to go, was 80 inches 
of snow, fioywood, tho day afterward, 
crossed tho man's trail in the snow and 
noticed that his lame leg had bothered 
film In raising his foot above the snow, 
but, knowing that White Cap camp, on 
top of the divide, was a good one, ho 
thought nothing of it, as beyond that it 
was down grade and easy going, while tho 
snow was of less dopth. 


As it. happened, Grant was delayed for 


thrao weeks by a heavy snowfall, and 
Welch was attacked with rheumatism so 
that his right arm was useless. In tho 
Beaver Pond camp was only a little flro- 
wood, and the man could not cut any. 
Neither could ho make his way back again. 
He took what wood there was, built a good 
flre and make several loaves of bread and 
baked a lot of beans, laying in a supply 
for the long time when he would have no 
wood for fire. He managed to break up n 
pilo of spruce bark, peeled for oamp roof 
ing, with his ono hand and so had a lit. 
tlo artificial warmth for a considerable 
time, which, with tho camp blankets, kept 
life going fairly comfortably till three 
days before Grant came, when the fire 
(tuff gave out. 


Welch did not know whether Grant 


iron Id coino or not, nor could ho tell 
Whether help would arrive in time to save 
bis life. During the three tireless days and 
Eights he lay on his camp bunk, wrapped 
up in blankets, feeding on cold, bntterless 
bread and frozen boans. His feelings when 
at last Grant pushed open the door may 
be imagined. A good hob fire, luts to eat 
and jovial companionship put Welch on 
his feet, and in a few days he was able to 
foot it to the settlements on tho trail that 
Grant had broken in the snow. 


Curiously enough this is the only In 


etance that Heywood remembers in which 
Eiokness used a man up iu the woods, nor 
do men often get Into serious difficulty 
when alono.

LET DOGS TRAIN EACH OTHER. 


A. JSovel Suggestion Advanced by an 2£ 


perienced Hunter and Trainer. 


A novel theory of bird dog training is 


advanced in Forest and Stream by an ex- 
perienced Imnter and trainer, George Ken- 
nedy. He Bays: 


"We all know how few and far between 


the good dogs are, whether good, bad or 
inditlerent trnJners have had thtrni in hand,' 
Not one out of 100 is so well trained that 
he has sense of his own. It may be possi- 
ble that we may bo training our hunting 
dogs wrong. Those dogs <tho.t I trained 
perfectly had no stnse of their own, and 
those thof I half trained had more senso, 
were better bird finders, but each of them 
had eomo canine idiosyncrasy that brought 
him down below the level of the desirable 
dog." 


The truth of the mattor, he thinks, Is 


that training deadens the dog's mind. It 
becomes automatic, and when a novel (11. 
lemma arises it has no reasoning faculties 
with which to meeb the emergency. 


"I am half inclined," Mr. Kennedy 


says, '-to believe that the way to train a 
dag is to let him learn from bis superiors 
— i. o., from the best dogs possible. This 
is a slower precess, but it excludes any 
sort of hnnmu interference. So far as my 
expci'iencu and observation have gone, it 
takes at-least two years far an old dog to 
train or teach n young one. Ho learns in 
this manner to point, back, retrieve and 
range, and no other dog can range like the 
self taught or dog taught ranger. He goes 
like the wind and hunts for birds every 
minute, with an eye single to find them. 
To have a man teach a dog IB like having 
b phonograph touch a child. The beet dogs 
for hunting purposes are those which are 
thinkers."

ways, and it seems the extreme of folly to 
leave opportunities for such disasters when 
a little care arjd forethought will do away 
with tha danger.

Iu country and farm houses, are so steep as 
to invite mishaps. 'Only those accustomed 
to them can go up and down them with

the last four years. Nifler is fifty miles 
from ancient Babylon and 100 miles from 
Baghdad, where Mr. Haynes was sta- 
tioned for a time as United States consul. 
The city of Niffer was the seat of the 
worshrp of Baal, and the exploration of 
its ruins has been attended with very 
gratifying results. 


Mr. Haynes left Niffer on his homeward 


journey the middle of lajst February, trav- 
eling by sailboat fiity miles up the Eu- 
phrates river to Hillah. He then trav- 
eled by caravan fifty miles to Baghdad, 
where he made up a caravan consisting of 
ten horses and mules, with the necessary 


lete^rs, guards, provisions, cooeing 


utensils, etc,, for a journey of twenty-six 
days to Damascus. From Damascus be 
traveled by cogwheel railroad over Mt. 
Lebanon to Beirut. The distance is sev" 
enty-trvo miles, but the grade is such that 
the train is nine hours in making the trip. 
From Beirut to Constantinople the jour- 
ney was made up by steamer, and from 
Constantinople Mr. Haynes proceeded to 
Marseilles, France, thence to Paris, Lon- 
don and Southampton, from which port 
he sailed on the St. Paul, of the American 
Line, landing at New York Friday, the 
steamer having made the fastest ocean 
voyage on record, the previous best time 
from Southampton being reduced three 
hours and a half. 


Mr. Haynes was accompanied home by 


a native turk who may conclude to make 
his home in this country. 


Until after his return from Philadelphia 


Mr. Haynes cannot tell what his future 
movements will be, but without doubt he 
will return to the east to continue the im- 
portant work in which he has been BO emi" 
nently successful.

lupposed to Have Been Taken from a 


Monastery In Asia Minor. 


I. D. Curtis of this city is the possessor 


of a very interesting curiosity which be 
obtained when in business in Savannah, 
Ga., in 1893, of a sea captain named Iving. 
It is the shell of a large cocoanut or 
gourd, covered with the most beautiful 
and delicate carvings representing human 
figures, flowers and birds. There is also 
upon it an inscription in the Persian lan- 
guage, the translation of which reads-: 
The world is like a glass of water, 
Tl.e contents, be.rig drunk, are lost; 
Tha same harj^en* to man. 
He passes away while the world remairs. 


Mr. Curtis got this translation from 


Captain S-iag, together with the following 
written statement: 


This carved cocoanut or gourd carne 


into my possession in 1889. I believe it 
was taken trom a monastery in Asia Minor 
during the Russo-Turkish war. The carv- 
ing is said to have taken the lives of two 
men to execute. The poetry is in Persian 
and tho translation is by the interpreter 
to the Porte.

perial Ottoman Navy. 


It is not known what the article was 


used for. Its shape is similar to that ol 
the body of a mandolin and it is about the 
same size. There is an opening on the 
top, or fiat side, and at one side of this 
opening are six small hoieh which look as 
though they might have been rna<!e to 
hold musical strings. There is attached 
to the article a brass chain about 2^ feet 
long fastened at either end, and the curi- 
ous thing may have been used as a ve&&ei 
for carrying liquids. The carving is the 
work of very patient and skillful hands, 
.nd whether it took two men a lifetime to 
do it or not, its accomplishment must 
have been a long and arduous task.

seen several different methods illustrated 
in your valuable paper for removing 
rocks and stumps in a field, I will give 
you one that surely beats them all, as it i:i 
simple, very effective and costs but little. 
Take a stick of Umber 30 or 40 feet long, 
straight and seasoned so as not to spring 
too much. Hitch a team to the small end, 
drive into the field between two rocks so 
that the butt end of the stick comes 
nearly even with the rocks. 
Chain to 


each rock then hitch to the stick near the 
butt about 3 feet apart. 


Start the team at a right or left angle 


depending upon which chain is forward 
at the butt of the stick. Draw in au op- 
posite direction from the flrst chain. You 
will only move one rock. Do not change 
the hitch excepting on the rock you 
move. Hitch to another, if it is 20 rods 
away it does not lessen your power any. 
You want good chains and a few long 
iron rods with an eye in each eud, such 
as are used in moving buildings.

ished by Imprisonment in jail not exceed- 


i ing one year, or by fine not exceeding 


two hundred and fifty dollars, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.

no Considerable Damage. 


There wu aa immense amount of ex- 


citement in the vicinity of Fleaunt and 
Depot streets about 5.15 o'clock Monday 
afternoon, caused by the runaway of a 
heavy team of draft horses which de- 
molished two carriages of George Rich- 
mond and greatly endangered human 
lives. 


The horses were standing at the Boston 


* Albany freight depot while their owner, 
Daniel Collins, truckman for the Renfrew 
Manufacturing company 
was loading 


freight upon the wagon. There were new 
front wheels on the track and when a 
heavy barrel of vitrol waa rolled upon 
the back end, the front was raised and de- 
scending struck the horses. They were 
thoroughly frightened and started on a 
mad run along Pleasant street directly for 
the flagman's shanty at the crossing. A 
large post stood in their way and when 
almoet upon it, they swung suddenly with 
such force as to cut deep furrows in the 
ground. 


The wagon struck the post and parts of 


it were broken off and thrown through 
the air in every direction. The whole 
truck, with the exception of the front 
wheels, was overturned and being fastened 
to the front by the iron brake-rod, was 
dragged along the road sideways. 
This 


sudden lurch turned the animals into 
Depot street. 
Liveryman George Kich- 


mond was driving along Depot street in a 
Concord buggy and a carriage was attach- 
ed to the buggy• His little brother was 
in with him. 


Mr. Richmond was driving north, in the 


same direction that the runaway team 
wu tearing along. He heard the racket 
and looked around to see the pair coming 
directly toward him. He shouted to the 
boy to jump from the buggy and get 
under a freight car. This advise was fol- 


i lowed and Mr. Richmond tried to pull 


his horse out of the way but to no avail. 
The trunk struck his buggy and smashed 
it into kindling wood and the carriage in 
the rear was seriously damaged. 
The 


driver was thrown but escaped injury. The 
horses continued down Depot street, leav- 
ing fragments of the truck in its wake, as 
far as the Needham property at the ex- 
treme north end of the street where they 
were finally stopped. 
The wagon was 


not wholly destroyed but the damage was 
extensive.

KICKING TREES. 


Xinmbertnen TVluat Know Them cmd Know 


How to Keep From BelnE Kicked. 


Very few who have ever witnessed the 


method of lumboriug in our forests realize 
the dungor, with its accompanying fascina- 
tion ; the hard, rugged work,with Us health 
giving results, or the enjoyment tn ha 
found in oiunp HCo in the- solitary woods 
miles from civilization. 


Tho clanger from flying limbs or a 


"kiokinp" tree as it falls, lodges or strikes 
upon a stump or nrro?3 a log and swings 
around or flies back with terrible force is 
not noticed hy the lumbermen if they are 
lucky enough to dodge successfully. 
An- 


othnr dangzcr that people little rsallzo Is 
that of the teamsters who haul the logs 
from the stump to the main road. Much 
of the timber is cut up on tlio mountnin 
Bides, which nro so steep thatn horse team 
can scarcely climb up. At the top, logs 
measuring from 30 to BO feet in length ura 
loaded upon onq sled and are dragged 
down the mountain. In places tho road 
goes down so ateop that the ends of the 
logs nro above tho horses' hips. 
The logs, 


with the sloi'., tip down, nnd away thoy go 
down the mountain ns fast as the horses 
can go, with tho teamster hanging to the 
reins and keeping Ills balance upon the 
logs as they thrash and roll around beneath 
hi i f opt. 
Occasionally a teamster emits a 


tevriflc yell that would put a Comauoho 
Indian to shame to .warn his brother team- 
sters that he is coining, so they can got out 
of the way. They drive into n turnout, 
and the loaded team spins past them. It 
is seldom that n liorso loses his footing. If 
he docs, tho team is sluiced down the 
mountain. 
Occasionally they go against 


a tree, and sometimes both of tha horses 
are killed, but they generally oome out all 
right, with a few scratches.

vention of wood pulp tho uses of tneepruce 
treo have beon changed or enlarged, and 
so fnr as Byron, Mi1., is concerned the 
manner of getting It from tho Corust to the 
market has changed. Ihe logs aro now 
loaded on to care iu. tho forests and hauled 
to tho very mill doors, where they are con- 
verted Into pulp and paper.—Kumlord 
Falls (Me.) Times. 


An extension of time for the payment of

Barcelona, June B.—Tha excitement 


caused by the fatal bomb explosion 
Sunday sight shows no sign of dim!' 
nution, and the people vigorously d»- 
m»nd that no effort be spared by the 
authorities to punish the authors of 
the outrage and to guard against a 
repetition of the dastardly act. \Vhon 
it became generally known that tho 
killed numbered eleven instead of nix, 
as was stated in the first reports, the 
indignation of the populace Teas very 
violent. In faot so threatening -was 
the outlook that the authorities, aa a 
measure of precaution, proclaimed 
martial law, and the city is now un- 
der military government. Two ar- 
rests of suspects were made this morn- 
ing, making a total of thirty-six men 
who have been taken into custody on 
suspicion of having been concerned in 
the perpetration of the outrage. The 
prisoners are confined in tho prefec- 
ture. Last night an angry mob gath- 
ered around tho building and domand- 
ed the summary punishment of every 
one of the prisoners, whether his guilt 
be proven or not. 
Occasionally it 


looked as though the mob would at- 
tempt to storm the prefecture in order 
to wreak vengeance on the suspected 
men. 
The civil guards on duty at the 


place were speedily reinforced, and 
were frequently compelled to charge 
upon the crowd to make them keep 
their distance. The mob 'would scat- 
ter temporarily, but would soon gather 
again, threatening to lynch the pris- 
oners. 


OfBololl la Madrid Alert. 


Barcelona is not alone in its attempt 


to repress with a stern hand the re- 
crudescence of anarchy. 
The royal 


government and the municipal authori- 
ties of Madrid are taking measures to 
prevent the commission of outrages at 
the capital. One of the leading an- 
archists of that city was arrested last 
night. It is thought that he was in 
some way concerned with the outrage 
here. 
The cortes and the government 


have promised to assist the 
rela- 


tive!! of those who were killed or 
wounded here, and this action meets 
with hearty approval. 
Speculation is 


rife as to the causes which led to the 
sudden outbreak of the anarchists. 
Some persons attribute it to the ani- 
mosity of the anarchists toward every- 
thing- pertaining to religion and be- 
lieve that they took advantage of the 
Corpus Christ! processions to give vent 
to their hatred. 
But there have been 


many religious processions since an- 
archy was rampant in Spain which 
were in nowise interfered with, and it 
is generally believed that some motive 
deeper than hatred of religion lies at 
the bottom of the last outrages com- 
mitted here and at Crendain. 


Women and Children Yictinu. 


All the people killed belonged to the 


working classes. A majority of them 
were women and children, and this 
fact had much to do with the bitterness 
displayed towards the anarchists. 


Class Day Exerolftes at Princeton. 


Princeton, N. J., June 9.—The last 


class day exercises of any class that shall 
graduate from Princeton before the 
co'lege becomes a university took place 
vesterday, and '96 made the most of it. 
Class day is one of the few days on the 
college calendar in which faculty con- 
trol plays but little part, and the free- 
dom from constraint which the seniors 
enjoy characterized all the exercise* 
of the day.

I 
wish the noble women were there to 
Bee them. They would lay their hands 
on the arm of the brutal soldier- who 
now wields the sword of Spain there, 
and would tell him io the name of God 
and humanity to forbear his inhuman 
deeds."
